REQUEST FOR REFUND 

The Office is requested to refund the undersigned's Deposit Account No. 14-1 140 
for a total of $645.00 with regard to the above. Basis for the refund request is as follows. 

The present application was filed with 26 claims on February 2, 2001, after entry 
of the amendment filed the same day. The applicants' claimed small entity status and 
paid for the same. 

The total effective claims after the amendment of May 6 2003, was 40 claims 
(claims 1, 3 to 5, 7 to 10, and 27 to 58). Three independent claims were pending after the 
Amendment of May 6, 2003. The applicants' cover sheet with the Amendment of May 6, 
2003, indicated that 37 claims were pending and 26 had previously been paid for. In fact, 
as noted above, 40 claims were pending with the Amendment of May 6, 2003. 
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Accordingly, the applicants should have paid for an additional 3 total number of claims 
over 20 which, at the small entity rate, would total an additional fee due of $27.00 

The Patent Office has however charged the undersigned's deposit account for 6 
additional large entity claims over 20 in the monthly statement dated May 2003 (copy of 
excerpt attached). Accordingly, the Patent Office has charged the undersigned's deposit 
account for $108.00 with regard to the above application. 

The applicants overpaid large entity fees for the additional claims and extension 
fee on May 6, 2003 such that a total of $564.00 was overpaid and should be refunded to 
the undersigned's deposit account.
